capitalised upon to justify 
fnitially belligerent and 
eventually ambitious expan- 
slonist policies. There were 
alao important psychologi- 
col factors which gave 
Impetus to this growth and 
the eventual grudging 
acceptance of her equality 
by Western nutions proved 
to be not merely a well- 
earned reward with which 
Japan was prepared to rest 
contented but an incentive 
to even greater effort, 
lr Is important to understand 
this background for tuday 
the same economic factors 
which were responsible for 
the country’s rapid rine at 
the turn of the century con- 
tinue to exert themselves. 
Japan, it was said, 20 years 
ago, presented a combina- 
(fon of ao superiority ‘and an 
inferiority complex and 
that much is still true ‘to- 
day. Hiroshima still stands 
ns oa rankling monuments to 
Japan's humiliation by the 
Weatern powers which she 
emulated to achieve her 
position of dominance in the 
Far bast in the pre-war! 
years. Even today her way 
lies not with the West and 
_ the presence of American 
garrisons on her shores only 
tends to remind her of her 
fallen status, At the same 
time the Japanese have not 
forgotten that their country 
was the land of — the 
Gods, that they were tho 
first Oriental nation to win 
admiasion to the exclusive. 
ranks of the pre-war great 
Western powers and they 
are now being challenged to 
reasrert themselves os an 
Asian power. :

A GLAMOROUS DISH

OLIDAY leftovers can be 
just os good as tho feast 
on Christmas day.

Biscult dough—1% cups sAft- 
ed enriched flour, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder, 1 feaspoon salt, 
4% teaspoon powdered sage, % 
teaspoon dry mustard, 3% cup 
rolled oats (quick or old- 
fashioned, uncooked), % cup 
shortening, 35 cup m 

For the filling mix together 
all ingredients thoroughly. 

For the dough, sift together 
flour, baking powder, salt, sage 
and mustard into bowl. Mix in 
rolled oats. Cut in shortening 
until mixture resembles coarse 
crumbs, Add milk and = mix 
lightly until dough will just 
hold together. 

Turn dough out on lightly 
floured board and knead gently 
a few seconds, Roll out to 
form a rectangle about 10 by 
12 inches. Spread’ with the 
turkey ‘filling. Rell up like a 
jelly roll, and cut into 6 slices, 
Place slices about 14 Inch apart 
on a cookie sheet and bake in 
a hot oven (425 degrees) for 
20 to 25 minutes.
